HOPKIE TO TEST THE SOIL 


On the Powers and Clokey Tracts of 


Ground—All Land Owners 


Interested 
in 
the 


Enterprise. 


Five norea of ground in tho Clokey ad- 


dition and five more acres of the Powers 
farm will be devoted to tho raising of 
sugar beets this summer. Ibe work will 
bo under the personal supervision of 
Theodore Hopkie. a practical sugar beet 
man who has himself been in the business 
for 20 years and thoroughly understands 
how tie work should be done. 
Tha seed 


will be planted early in May and pamph- 
lets and advertisements will be issued 
at the times of cultivation, so that all in- 
terested In tho raising of this product can 
be present when the work is done. 


The beets will bo sent to Champaign 


University, wbero they will be tested and 
the results will also be published, tbo cost 
per aore, the tonnage per acre, amount of 
sugar obtained from the boots, etc. 


The raising of this crop will be in tbe 


nature of an experiment for the benefit of 
the public at large. These beets have been 
raised successfully In Nebraska, Utah and 
California, and It Is desired by those In- 
terested In them tn seo what the soil of 
Maoon county will do in this line. Mr. 
Hopkie Is now making arrangements to 
secure the necessary implements to culti- 
vate the sugar beet, and everything will 
be ready so that tho planting and proper 
tending of them will be done as soon as 
the season for this work comes.

the cars three at a time across the bridge

loaded. 
The

driven across the bridge at a rapid rate as 
a man crosses ioe which ho thinks un- 
safe. Tbe Wabasb is advertising for more 
men today^to help in the work. 


Many people were down at the bridge 


today to eee the water. Most of them 
have kodaks or bicycles. High water pic- 
tures are the rave just now. 


The wagon road looks as if it bad been

written by a correspondent, appeared in 
the Chicago Tribune Sunday: 


Tho Tribune's very apt ar.d pointed ed- 


iorlal of Friday ridiculing the policy of 
lending two rotten eld monltura to each 
of the ports of New York and Boston to 
"protect" those cities (rom Spanish at- 
tack brings to mind the abject foar and 
cowardice of the ehlppicg n:en and met 
count a of those cites in the trying times 
of 1861. 


Tho Tribune rightly observes that, aa 


these monitors would he absolutely worth- 
loss as a means of defense, tbe only plaue- 
Ible reason for detailing them to snch ser- 
vioa was to quiet the nerves of the busi- 
ness men of those cities, who, whenever 
the country is menaced by a public foe, 
begin to clamor for peace, or at lease for 
protection to their own precious persons 
and pockets from the possible consqe- 
quenoes of war. 


We bad this disgusting spectacle in 


1881, and tbe name cravenees on the part 
of tbe business Interests of New York 
and'Boaton confronts us today. 


If yon will take the trouble to turn to 


tbe naval records of the civil war, BOW 
being published by the government, you 
will find all this lelflsh and grasping cor- 
respondence laid bare. At a time when 
tbe naval authorities were laboring under 
great difficulties, were attaining under 
every nerve to establish the blockade, to 
protect our general Interests, and to pre- 
vent the escape of confederate privateers, 
these New York and Boston men were 
clamoring for individcal protection, oven 
If it took the whole navy. 


Poor Gideon Welles, then secretary of 


the navy, was enro beset every day by let 
tor and telegram, by delegations of ship 
owners, Chambers of Commerce, Boards 
of Trade, undeiwritttrs' astoclatlons. and 
other frightened patrlot§ for help. It 
•ecmed that every one of these suppliants 
wanted ships of war to go here, to go 
there, to guard their individual interests. 
One of tbe most persistent and claiuoroni 
of thate w» old Commodore Vandcrbilt, 
who wearied both tho president and sec- 
retary of tbe nnvy for protection for his 
California ships. 


When the flnt confederate vessel, the 


Sumter, escaped the New York ship own- 
er§ became nearly frantio. They oaied 
nothing for the blockade, nothing for the 
DDlon, but they wanted the whole navy 
detailed as convoys for their ships. Com- 
modore Vanderbllt In OB« letter, tent 
through United Stales S«n« or Morgan, 
demanded that all his steamers should be 
convoyed from Now York to Asplnwall 
by one or more of the bwt ships of the 
navy. The Chamber of Conimtrte ot Bos- 
ton »n<t tne marina underwriters sent 
hj.terloal oemanda for protection to their 
interests. TOT did not ipeoUlly ark that 
tbe Snmter be banted from the seip, but 
they did demtnd that every veuej In th« 
China trade, ot upon which they camod 
iDmranoe, tiooJd have an effective naval 
convoy.

Pcultney Bigelow, the schoolmate of 


Hmperor William, writes the following 
for the London Illustrated News: 


The German emperor seems this year 


di&pobed to join issue \iith his parlia- 
ment on a question of navy estimates. 
William II. is the first king of Prussia, 
to say nothing of German emperors, 
who has ever taken the slightest inter- 
est in making of liis country a first- 
class naval power. Every Prussian 
monarch, so far, hns satisfied himself 
with the best possible army, but this 
emperor is, if possible, more sailor 
than soldier. His taste for sailor life 
was first awakened by a toy frigato, 
which was sent over to his great-grand- 
father, Frederick William III. by the 
then king of England, William IV. It 
was the present emperor's delight when 
a lad of ten or twelve years old to bo 
taken with his brother Henry to sail 
about the waters of Potsdam on this 
miniature man-of-war. To-day therein 
a regular naval station near this place, 
where a detachment of bluejackets 
found their whole employment in look- 
ing after this little frigate anil a few 
other boats belonging to the emperor. 
But the words "little frigate" becnis 
absurd to the stranger who sees it for 
the first time. At a distance, when 
there is nothing near at hand by which 
to measure it, the vessel looks as big as 
Xelson's Victory, in Portsmouth har- 
bor. It was a long time before I was so 
fortunate as to get a snapshot of this 
famous boat, when the bluejackets were 
cleaning her, and therefore giving rne 
the opportunity of showing the rela- 
tive size of a man toiler bulwarks. She 
is worked on the principle of a full- 
riggvd three-master, with the excep- 
tion that one man on this boat can do as 
much work as ton on a real one. The

Of Immense Valua in the Treat- 


ment of Disease. 


Experiments Conducted by Medical 


Men on Monkey* Have Enabled 


Them to Define Varloau 


Brain Area*. 


CSpecial Chicago Letter.] 


The very close similarity between the 


brain of a man and a monkey—and ac- 
cording to the conclusions of science 
they have a common, if somewhat re- 
mote, ancestor—has made it possible to 
inalce a reliable and most valuable geog- 
raphy of the human brain. This gecg- 
raphy defines the different areas of the 
brain, which control the various sensa- 
tions, as sight, hearing-, taste, etc., and 
also the action of different parts of the 
body. 


As it takes many explorers to make 


possible a correct map of a continent,

so it has taken many expert medical 
scientists to explore 
the 
marvelous, 


delicate and mysterious 
or^an, 
the 


brain. These export explorers \vere of 
different nationalities, although most 
of the work was doi:e in London, for the 
reason that the conditions there are 
more favorable for 
conducting" 
the 


necessary experiments t h a n are found 
elsewhere. For example, from the fact 
that in London ships are constantly ar- 
riving from the tropics and many of the 
sailors brinp; one or two monkeys with 
them, for their personal amusement, 
it is not difficult to get tog-ether a col- 
lection oE them for a small sum. ID 
fact, in no other city can they be ob- 
tained at so reasonable a price, and 
since so many have been used for sci- 
entific experiments a regular market 
has been created, and the supply is 
larger and more regular than formerly. 
A monkey that can be purchased in 
London for from three to five dollars, 
in New York casts $15, and often more. 
Since to ascertain a single fact for the

Ktaesus monkeys. One would be kind- 
ly, responsive, generous and jovial; an- 
other suspicious, selfish, morose and 
unfriendly. There would be the stately, 
patriarchal monkey, with no sense ol 
humor, and with a flowing; beard, which 
tended to make him look his part, and 
who never, under any circumstances, 
descended to monkey "tricks." Others 
of them were natural swindlers, who 
not only, when opportunity afforded, 
made off with everything ir. eig-ht, but 
were capable of making- the opportuni- 
ty; in fact, devoted ail their energies to 
doing so. 


Dr. Brown also found lhat there is

Having become so 
thoroughly ac- 


quainted w i t h a monkey in his normal 
state that he would he able to determine 
the precise effect of the removal of any 
portion of its brain. Dr. Brown 
pro- 


ceeded to experiment. The first sub- 
ject was a strong- little .Tew monkey, and 
a portion cf w h n t is known as the tem- 
poral lobe of the brain was removed. 
All known precautions were exercised 
in performing this and other operations, 
and tfle same skill employed that would 
have been if the monkey had been a 
man. 
The little creature survived the 


ordeal, anfl the effect was carefully 
noted. Fourteen days after the monkey 
was chloroformed, and a cast of 
its 


brain made. The next operation wason 
a Bliaesus monkey with a keen sense of 
taste and a fierce and resentful temper. 
Although a portion of both temporal 
lobes of the brain was removed there 
was no noticeable change in the senses 
of taste, hearing or sight. So far as 
could be determined by the closest ob- 
servation the monkey remained, normal 
in even- way. When he had entirely re- 
covered from this surgical operation, a 
seeond was performed, and the right

London. For some years Dr. Brown had 
bcenespcciallyinterested in all thatper- 
tained to the nerves and brain, and de- 
siring to know more than he could gain 
from books, or even in Bloomingdale 
hospital.

Other areas of the brain 


have been determined by experiments 
similar to those by which Dr. Brown and 
Prof. Schafer discovered and demon- 
strated that the posterior lobes of the 
brain control vision. Thus through the 
patient work of many experts a map of 
the brain has been made. Although this 
map is not as yet complete, it is of the 
greatest value in the treatment of dis- 
ease.
